At the request of the accused. 
judgment was reserved for one 
week at Newmarket Police Court 
on Tuesday, in the case of Frank 
Welch of Pefferlaw, charged with 
keeping liquor for sale, illegal pos- 
session and soliciting orders. 

"On November 14 at 7 p.m.. 
about half a mile east of Peffer- 
law, I stopped a car driven by ac- 
cused." testified Constable William 
Hill. "On searching the car 1 
found 32 cases of beer and eight 
bottles of liquor. The accused 
stated that his wife was sick in 
liindsay hospital, and he had been 
over to see her and had brought 
the liquor and beer back. This 
' was all covered by orders." 

Miss Margaret Cuthbert of Lind- 
say, who works in the brewers' re- 
tail store, and Orval Patenaud of 
Toronto, manager of the retail 
store at Jackson's Point in the? 
summer, identified various slips 
produced at court. 

The accused admitted the sig- 
natures on slips from various 
brewers' warehouses and liquor 
stores. 

"Welch worked in Johnson'* 
store quite a bit. and I used to ask 
him if he was going over to Lind- 
say, and if he was going over 
would have him get me some 
beer," testified Harry Godfrey of 
Pefferlaw, a carpenter. "1 usually 
got it tho same day. I didn't pay 
him anything to get It." 

"Frank is our next door neighbor 
and he used to go to Lindsay quite 
often to shop, and I would ask him 
to bring me some beer when he 
was going over," testified Mrs. 
Robert Godfrey. "We didn't have 
a car of our own." 

Detective W. E. Martindale 
stated that he obtained slips from 
the Liquor Control Board showing 
that from September 29, 1941, to 
November 10, 1941, accused had 
purchased beer at the Lindsay 
store 'to the value of $868.65. From 
the brewers' retail store at Jack- 
eon's Point, in the period from 
September 1, 1941, to September 
27. 1941, ho had purchased beer to 
the value of ?512.10. 

Constable William Hill was re- 
called and stated that 61 different 
individuals had given accused or- 
ders from September 29 to Nov- 
ember 10. -

The Era's attitude is the sort of 
hesitating sentiment that will loee 
a fight. 

Is it more desirable t hut tho 
French population of Quebec and 
some others throughout Canada be 
allowed to shirk their responsibil- 
ity? Or is it not better to have 
selective conscription and put up n 
two-fisted fight, and do-feat Hitler 
In. the shortest possible time, and 
get the job over with? \ 

United States has compulsory 
selective military service. Now 
that they are in the war, why 
should wo give them a chance to 
criticize our half-baked war effort. 
Selective conscription, if properly 
enforced, will put the man-power 
of Canada to work where each 
would serve to tho best advantage. 

Up until now, some men^ have 
enlisted from the (arms who 
should not have been allowed to 
leave agriculture, as only exper- 
ienced men are useful at that work.

is being arranged by the NjH. & S. 

Association in conjunction with 
the local Red Cross will begin 
Tuesday evening, Jan. G, at eight 
o'clock, 111 the Stuart Scott School. 

The object of this course is to 
educate all people in the following 
emergencies that might occur to 
them even in our own home dist- 
rict during this war in which we 
are now involved. ; ■ 

•Psychology of Emergencies, 
Surgical Shock, Wounds, Hemorr- 
hage, Burns. Fractures, Sprains 
and Dislocations, Resuscitation 
from Drowning, Gas. Poison, and 
Electric Shock, Air Raid Precau- 
tions. 

- 

It is hoped that everyone who 
can possibly attend will be out, 
and will register for the course. It 
Is felt that the locality has been a 
little tardy in initiating work of 
this kind, and that centres have 
been carrying on work for many 
months, and some of them almost 
since the outbreak of war. Somo 
municipalities have been so well 
prepared that they have actually 
staged a real evacuation of their 
population, thus demonstrating the 
efficiency they have developed in 
preparedness, and it is only by 
such training that Britain civilian 
population have been able to de- 
fend themselves. 

It Is hoped that we will not bo 
subjected to conditions here such 
as those In Britain have suffered, 
but in the event of any unpleasant 
occurrences happening, we may bo 
In a position to help ono another. 
There may also be. from time to 
time, people who will be leaving us 
for theatres of war in one calling 
or another, and they will at lease 
havo an idea of how they should 
conduct themselves. 

Apart from war training itself, 
the course embodies a very fine 
first aid training which will be to 
the advautage of everyone working 
In home, shop, school, factory or 

farm to know. 

Doctors and nurses, and people 
who are already trained have kind- 
ly offered their services for this 
work. Events of major Import- 
ance are happening very fact these 
days, and we should not dolay any 
longer co-ordinated preparations to 
meet any emergencies. 

This course is being put on with 
the sanction of the town council.. 
Registration may be also made/ at 
tho Rod Cross rooms Wednesday 
afternoons or evenings. Demon- 
strations of a black-out will be 
given at this meeting by a number 
of the Newmarket training centre.

NEW YEAR'S GREETINGS 

2500 YEARS AGO 
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Among the large number ol 
glazed objects In the Royal On- 
tario Museum's Egyptian collec- 
tion are three flasks of unusual 
form. They are circular In outline 
with flattened convex sides and 
they are decorated with delicately 
carved bands below the Short, nar- 
row neck aud around the edges. 
The neck is flanked by tiny hand- 
les In the shape of monkeys, Bot- 
tles of this distinctive type arc 
known as "New Year's flasks," be- 
cause thoy often bear the in- 
scription: "May tho gods opeu a 
happy year for my master." 

• Although lentil-shaped "bottles 
slightly resembling these appear 
at an earlier date, the "N'cw Year 
flask." conforming to a rigid des- 
ign, 1© confined to the Saite per- 
iod (663-525 B.C.), when Egypt 
had already seen 2000 years of 
high civilization and was on the 
road to decay. It was, however, en- 
Joying a short period of independ- 
ence during which It sought In- 
spiration In Us great past. These 
"New Year flasks" reveal the 
technical excellence typical of 
their age. ,

their calendar of 365 days lacked 
a leap yenr, (ivory four ye<irs theii 
year -slipped back a day. Exactly 
2500 years ago, when these flasks 
were sent as greetings, the Egyp-

Henry Burgess, 55-year-old nignt 
watchman at the Toronto Ski Club, 
was almost instantly killed last 
Wednesday night when struck by 
an automobile on the Yonge Street 
highway at Oak Ridges, during a 
.leavy downpour. 

According to Provincial On- 
stable Alex. Ferguson, who is still 
investigating the accident, tBurgess 
was apparently walking in the 
centre of the roadway when struck 
by a northbound automobile driven 
by William Wilmot. of Sharon, 
Out. Wilmot said he did not see 
the pedestrian until it was too late 
to avoid striking him. 

Coroner Dr. A. tfl Devius. of 
Aurora, ordered a post mortem 
conducted by Or. 0, W. Williams. 
It was found that ' Burgess su- 
stained a fractured skull, rupture 
of the kidney, several fractured 
ribs and severe internal injuries. 
Coroner Devins announced that an

Burgess, who lived about two 
miles from the scene of the acci- 
dent, was on his way to the Ski 
Club. He was apparently wa'klna 
in the same direction as the car, 
and unaware of its approach.

Dear Mr. Mills: 

Your letter of Dec. 9 regarding 
the Red Cross dance to be held on 
Jan. 9, 1942, was read this after- 
noon at a meeting of the local Red 
Cross executive and the entertain- 
ment committee. 

The High School Board were re 

quested to send representatives to 

this meeting, but none found it 
convenient to be present. 

The matter was discussed very 
fully and the following conclusion.*: 
were arrived at: 

In the first place, we should like 
to draw your attention to the fact 
that this committee is operating 
owing to the war over which none 
of us had any control, and their 
services are voluntary. The Red 
Cross is the one and only cause 
which give everyone an opporhin 
ity for service at thi& time. This 
committee has raised, in the course 
of one year, close to $1,000, which 
it will be impossible to raise if 
these dances have to be discontin- 
ued. The committee has no lu 
tention of using the town hall or 
any other hall in town owing to 
lack of facilities. 

The government does not permit 
us to have a 'Red Cross drive Oils. 
year, and they are urgently in need 
of money which will have to be 
raised through other activities. 

We feel we have not the co- 
operation of your caretaker that 
we should have in a case of this 
kind. At the last dance, the bar- 
racades were not put at the stairs 
and the signs regarding "no 
smoking" were not put up as re- 
quested by the committee. Also 
we understand, from some of the 
committee members, that thejr 
sons have helped remove the 
chairs from the auditorium on Fri 
day evenings when there is to he a 
dance. Under these circumstances, 
we do feel that your caretaker is 
well repaid for any small amount 
of work or responsibility lie may 
have, and we do not feel we 
should be expected to pay him 
more than the usual $5, iu addition 
to which, of course, we expect to 
pay the man who parks the cars as 
usual. 

We feel in all fairness to the 
entertainment committee that the 
opinion of some three hundred 
guests who attended the last dauc.' 
should have some weight with the 
board. It was considered the most 
orderly and best conducted dance 
they have had yet, and there were 
no Improprieties of any kind. 

A motion was passed at tho 
meeting thai this letter be sent to 
the board for their consideration, 
with a request for a reply by Wed.. 
Dec. 17, In order that the commit- 
tee may go forward with their 
plans for the dance of Jan. 9, In 
this week's issue of the papers. 
Unless a reply Is received hy Dec. 
17, this letter along with the- 
board's letter of Dec. 9, will be put 
before the public through the local 
press, so they may understand the 
reason for discontinuing the Red 
Cross dances. 

This motion was passed by the 
unanimous vote- of the following 
members: Mrs. Tod, Mrs. Howson.
